to do with his disappearance. Mrs. 
McGinn 
today filed a supplemented 
cross complaint, in which she

out the facts that her husband

asked the court to appoint a receiv­ 
er. 
Judge Sparks this morning ap­ 
pointed Edgar Thomas of Milroy to 
act as receiver. 
She alleges in the cross complaint 
filed today , that her husband is 
the

money in the hank, to the amount of 
$2,500 and that she had been award­ 
ed $10 a week support inonev, which 
has not been paid, and the appoint­ 
ment of e receiver will be the means 
of pay ing it out of the bank. 
She states further that hei hus­ 
band owns rental property and that 
his brother has been collecting

rents, which should lie applied to the 
hank account, and fcr this reason 
she demanded a receiver appointed, 
until her husband can be located or 
facts about his disappearance made 
known.
